Ridgeway man 
sentenced to 31/2 
years following 
crash that killed 
NY state trooper 

A Canadian truck driver who 
fatally injured a state trooper who 


had pulled over another driver on 
the Thruway has been sentenced 
to 31/2 years in state prison. 
Gary Blakley of Ridge¬ 
way, Ont., pleaded guilty in 
April to aggravated crimi¬ 
nally negligent homicide. 

The 66-year-old trucker was 
charged in the death of 35-year- 
old Trooper David Cunniff near 
Thruway Exit 27 in Amster¬ 


dam in December 2013.

Drivers should use caution as 
students return to school

Back to School cam¬ 
paign, now in its 15th 

The goal of the initia¬ 
tive was to enforce 


traffic related offences 
and raise awareness for 
all while reminding 
people of the return of 
students back to school. 

It’s important that 
drivers follow the rules of 
the road, especially in 
areas where there are 
high volumes of children 
that cross the street 

Sometimes children 
and teens can become 
distracted and forget 
the rules of the road. 

Drivers should 
always be prepared in 
case a child suddenly 
darts out into the mid¬ 
dle of the road. 

There are new driv¬ 
ing rules in Ontario 
and new responsibili¬ 
ties that took effect this 
month. These changes 
include higher fines for 


distracted driving, as 
well as new rules for 
drivers and bicyclists 
sharing the road. 

In addition to these 
new rules, motorists 
must remember old 
rules of the road, which 
include stopping for a 
stopped school bus 
with its stop sign arm 
extended and its red 
lights flashing. It’s ille¬ 
gal to fail to stop for a 
stopped school bus. 
First-time offences can 
result in fines from 
$400 to $2,000 with six 
demerit points added 
to a person’s licence.

As daughter Allison reopened 
the gate at Marcy Woods I looked 
over at the steps leading up to the 
Upper Trail. 

At this moment, I had a 
flashback. 

After Dr. Marcy died, the woods 
fell into disrepair. There was no 
more caring. The wooden log steps, 
all 50 of them suffered greatly. Rail¬ 
ings fell apart and steps became 
dislodged. It was dangerous walk¬ 
ing up and down the steps. 

Ray Willwerth and I did some 
repairs. Son-in-law Neil Cudney 


tion. Time has passed and there 
are new steps at Marcy Woods! 
Over 50, or so leading steeply up 
the ridge. A secure railing sup¬ 
ports us. 

Thanks to the DiCienzo family’s 
efforts for the complete 
restoration. 

After Dr. Marcy’s death good 
maintenance was lost. Not so, 


anymore. My photo shows the new 
steps that are greatly improved. 
Where are you climbing? You are 
on the Upper Trail. 

Turn left and you are heading 

along. The deep holes that you had 
to climb in and out are all filled 
now. You walk on a much more 
level walkway. Soon you come to a 
path leading south to the old Marcy 

The DiCienzos have restored and 
cleared this pathway of fallen trees. 
Again old steps have been 
replaced. Great! 

However, we walk back and are 
taking the Upper Trail that I have 
called the Bird Trail. This narrow 
pathway follows the Lower Trail 
below in a horseshoe fashion. 

an easy walk. You are up hill and 
dale. You eventually reach a ridge. 
Once you surmount this forested 
sand hill you are at the highest 
point. Below is Marcy pond and to 

Lake Erie. 

Time for a rest. Here each year 


we would see and hear the Red bel¬ 
lied woodpeckers. On occasion we 
may hear the loud tapping of the 
huge Pileated woodpeckers in the 
wetlands to the north. In spring 
you may see a variety of migratory 
birds 

It was here we saw a Wilson's 

enjoy the Bird Trail. Each spring 
white trilliums border the walkway 
as they do on the Lower Trail. One 
year deep in a vale below we saw a 
fox vixen and two young cubs 
frolicking. 

Shiny red coats on them all. I 
remember area naturalist Rob 
Eberly and I walking this Upper 
Trail one Fall. Orb spider time! 
Countless spider webs across the 
trail. The Upper Trail is not an easy 
walk. Yet armed with my trusty 
walking staff I walked up the new 
steps and ventured on to the Bird 
Trail of the Upper Trail at Marcy 
Woods. 

Try it some time.

'false bamboo'. I found 
out about it when look¬ 
ing at plants for our 
garden. I tend to like 
the unusual and thought bamboo 
would provide interest. I came 
across 'false bamboo' (some gar¬ 
den centres still carry it) but 
thankfully decided to wait and 
think about it before buying. The 
fates stepped in because it was 
shortly afterward that I saw the 
article in Maclean's Magazine. I 
did go back to the garden centre 
with a copy of the article — they 
weren't aware of how harmful it is 
and were surprised, shocked even 


was told they would 
remove all Japanese 
Knotweed plants there. 
In case you suspect 
dramatics here, consid- 

In the U.K. this scourge 
plant has devastated 
house values and made it very 
difficult to get a mortgage or in¬ 
surance. Homeowners have spent 
thousands in efforts to remove 
the plant. MacLean's Magazine 
reports that U.K. government esti¬ 
mates' are that about $3 billion 
have been spent so far trying to 
control this weed alone. Those 
who dump knotweed could face 
hefty fines and up to two years in

What You Can Do 

Don't use invasive plants in gardens and landscaping, buy non-invasive 
plants from reputable suppliers, (consider using native plants which pro¬ 
vide habitat and food sources for wildlife.) 

Do not g et rid of invasive plants in the compost heap - check with your 
municipality for disposal information. 

If hiking, avoid spreading invasive plants and seeds by staving on trails and 
keeping pets on a leash .
